upon the former account, it commands a 
Rational Concern, as the neceſſary reſult 
of its own Intrinfick North; upon the /at- 
ter, it engages us in a more ſenſible tender- 
neſs, in regard of the relation which it bears 
to our ſelves. If then we will be guided 
by theſe equitable Meaſures, and reſolve 
to apply them to the preſent Inſtance; we 
ſhall find our ſelves: oblig'd, in a two-fold 
reſpect, to mourn deeply for the Loſs of ſo 
Excellent a Prince: If we conſider 


ft, How Valuable he vas in himſelf, And 


2dly. What vaſt benefits he has imparted 


1ſt. then, In order to Juſtifie our Sorrow 
for his Loſs, let us confider how valuable 
our late King was in himſelf. 
I cannot be accusd of Flattery or Par- 
tiality, when Iaffirm, that he was the Hero 
of the Age he liv'd in; poſſeſsd of all the 
Qualities, and Extraordinary Endow ments, 
which are required to compleat a Man in 
Greatneſs, and in Goodneſs. He was born 
and bred up in the midſt of D. 
22 23 5 under 
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nothing but a conſummate Merit could 


under the ſuſpicions and diſcouragements 
of a contrary Faction; and fore d to bear 
up againſt ſuch Envy and Oppoſition as 


have ſtruggled through: And yet we find 


him diſtinguiſhing himſelf under all theſe 
Hardſhips 3 and breaking forth from theſe 
Clouds with ſuch à Native Luſtre, as drew _ 


the Eyes and Admiration of all upon him : 


It was not long, ere the Neceſſities of thoſe 


who had endeavour d to Eclipſe him drew 
him forth from that Obſcurity to which 


they would have confin d him, and veſted 


him in that Authority to which his Bir 


Entitled him, and his Excellent Qualificati- 
ons abundantly recommended him. And 
now, his Great Soul had a larger Sphere in 


which to Exerciſe and Diſplay its vaſt Abi- 


lities 3 even then he began to aſſert the Li- 
berty of Europe, and to give the firſt check 


ro that Arbitrary Tyranny which WAS about 


to overflow this Quarter of the World, the 


great Invader of our common Tranquilli- 


ty was ſurprized to find himſelf over- 


match'd, and his ancient Experience baffled 


by a 7outh ; to ſee him Command Armies, 


and

and Form Confcderacics, at an Age when 


others were in Purſuit of their Diverſions ; 
and to act the hardeſt parts of a General and 
a Stateſman without the cuſtomary Prepa- 


ratives of Time and Praqtice. Thus with 


a ftleddy Courage that ſtemm d all oppoſiti- 


on, a Conſiderate Wiſdom that weather'd all 
Difficulties , and an znbiaſsd Honeſtly that 


reſiſted all Temptations , he. ſtopped the 


Progreſs of thoſe Arms which were forging 


Chains for Europe, buoy'd up the Reputa- 
tion of his ſinking Country, and ſettled a 


more abſolute Dominion in their Hearts 

than ever their Spaniſh Tyrants had aimd 
at over their Perſons. And now, when he 

was the * and Bulwark of his 


own People, he began to be the De- 


fire and Expefation of others; and no 


| ſooner did Our Wants begin to grow Cla- 


morous, and to call out loudly for ſome. 
Forreign Aſſiſtance, but He was the Uni- 
verſal Object of our Hopes, and the Point in 
which all our Viſbes center d: We Im- 
plor'd his Help and he condeſcended to our 
Requeſt, and conſented to ſupport three 
Tottering Kingdoms, that mult have ſunk 
„ | . 
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not his Ambition, but our Neceſſity ; not his 
AﬀeAation of Sovereignty over us, but our Wiſe 
purſuit of Safety under him, conducted him 
to the Throne, for which he only was in- 
debted to a Merit proportionable to the 
greatneſs of our Extremities. And here we 
muſt paſs from our firſt Conſideration, 
how very Valuable he was in himſelf, to the 
24. Great Occaſion of our mourning for 
his Loſs, upon account of the vaſt Benefits 


which he has imparted to us.

Of theſe we cannot make a Juſter Eſti- 
mate, than by comparing the ſad Condition 
in which he found us, with the Advantage- 
ous Circumſtances in which he has left us; 
for which Bleſſed Alteration we are, next 

under God, to pay our Gratitude and Ac- 
knowledgment to this Great Man's Memo- 
ry. How vaſtly is the Scene of Affairs 


changed with us for the better! Whether 
we reflect upon our Security at Home, or 
whether we have regard to our Neputation 
Abroad! As to the former of theſe, our Se-

Fob tells us, that Aliction comes not forth 
from the Duſt, neither does Trouble ſpring ort 
of the Ground; we muſt look upwards for 
the Original of our Calamities; muft hear 
the Red, and him that ſent it ; There is no 
Evil of this kind, and God has not done it; 
nor does he lightly afflict the Sons of Men; 1 
he is indeed the Author of our Puniſhment, : 
but we muſt ſeek for the Cauſe of it with. * 
in our ſelves. We have had ſeveral Inſtances 
of Gods Heavy Difpleaſure, which: have 
all been defignd for our Amendment; and 
yet hitherto we have not fuffer'd them to 
have a due Effect upon us. When we grew 
Forgetful of the Mercy of our happy Re- 
 20lution, God began to take away ſome of 
the chief Advantages of it, that we might 
learn to value our Bleſſings by the want 
which we found of them: And firſt, that 
Slarious Queen Was raviſnd from us at a 
5 Fo Ji Fn 
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ſtroke, which was the Delight of our Eyes, 
and the Foy of our Hearts; and though we 
Mournd and Lamented for fo touching an 
Affliction, yet were we very little concern d 

for thoſe Sins which had occaſion'd it: Af- 
ter a competent attendance for the effect 
of this Judgment, God rouz d us again out 
of our groſs Inſenſibility, by depriving uu 
of a Prince in whom we had treaſured up | 
our hopes, and lodged our expectations of 
Future Proſperity ; and yet, how little 
were we affected wich this ſecond Infliction? 

How far were we from anſwering God's 

Ends in our Correction? The long Suffer- 
ing of God has waited ſeveral Years 
ſince, and we have ſtill doz d on in the 
fame ſtupid Impenitency ; and therefore he 
has given us a /tartling Blow indeed, which 
cannot fail to awaken us into Repentance, 
unleſs the Sleep that has ſeizd us be 
unto Death: Ihe Breath of our Noſtrils of 1 
whom we aid under his Shadow we ſhall live, | 
The Anoinied of the Lord, is ſnatch'd away | 
from us ſurprizingly, and unexpectedly ; 
The Crown is fallen from our Head, Woe unto us 
that we have Sinned. Away then with that 
JJ open 
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open Prophaneneſs and Debauchery, that con- 


tempt of God, Religion, and Sobriety, that 


Ingratitude for Bleſſings of the firſt Magnt- 
tude, and that murmuring at diſappointments 
of ſmall conſideration, which are to be met 
with in all Ranks and Degrees of Men a- 
mongſt us: Away with thoſe uncharitable 
Difſentions and Diviſions, thoſe Se/fiſbPrinci. 
ples and Violent Methods; which ſome in 
all Parties promote with ſo much Heat, as 
renders the public Spirit and Moderation 
of others Ineffectual. Theſe are the Traytors 
which have taken off our Soveraign; theſe 
are the Murtherers of our Benefactour and 
Heliverer; and unleſs theſe Enemies of God 
and the Nation are brought forth by us, and 
Slain before him, we muſt expect ſharper 
Judgments than yet we have felt; we ſhall 
find that God is yet Incens d againſt us; 
That for all this his Anger is not turned away, 
but that his Hand is ſtretch'd out till. But, 


_ 2dly. Let us alſo Rejoice in the Goodneſs 


of our God, which has conferr'd on us a 
Bleſſing we ſo little deſere.

Suppoſe that the Daughiers of the Philiſtines 
Dou d [riumph, when it is told in Gath that, 
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our Mighty One is fallen; yet cannot they at 
the ſame time but-ſay among the Heathen, 
That the Lord hath done great things for us; 
nor can we fail eee our grateful 
Hearts, Tea, the Lord hath done great things 
for us, whereof we Rejoice, He has graciouſly 
wiped the Tears from our Eyes ; has con- 
firm d to us the Advantages which we for: 
merly enjoy d, and given us juſt Reaſon to 
expect yet greater; and therefore, we muſt 
take care that our Foy and our Gratitude be 
proportionable to the greatneſs of the 
Bleſſing we have received; ſince, to be cold- 
ly unaſſected with ſo ſignal a Mercy, is the 
ready way to tempt God to withdraw it, 
who 1s wonderful Jealous of this his Dar- 
ling Attribute, and will not ſuffer it to be 
Proſtituted to the unthankful, or Inſenſible. 
Let our Hearts then overflow with Grati- 
tude and Joy; and let us jointly expreſs 
the true Senſe which we have of the happi- 
neſs we enjoy under her preſent Majeſty, by 
all ſuch Methods as may be moſt ſignifica- 
tive of an inward Satisfaction that is Ge- 
nuine and Lively. 1/t. By Praiſes and 
Ehankſgivings to Almighty God, who is the 


Grver, 


aſcribing to him the ſole Honour of it, and 
not vainly imputing it to any Merit of our 
own; and by anſwering the End of this 
and all his Mercies, in the Purity and un- 
blameableneſs of our Lives and Converſa- 
tions. 2dly, By Loyalty and Obedience to 
our Gracious Sovereign, who is the Bleſſing 
which we Celebrate, and the Pledge of 
future ones ; by a due Recognition of her 
Juſt Authority; by Prayers and Supph- 
cations offer d up in her behalf; by a du- 
tiful, and reſpectful Behaviour towards her 
Perſon; by following the great Example 
of Piety which She gives us; and by a 
Hearty and Vigorous Aſſiſtance of her, 
both with our Perſons, and our Fortunes , 
for compleating that great Work which is 
is in ſo good a forwardneſs, and which 
She has Engagd in ſo Honourably ſince 
her Acceſſion to the Crown. 3dly. By Ten- 
derneſs, and Affection one towards another, 
who are the Mutual Partakers of this ſig- 
nal Mercy; by laying aſide all Heats and 
Animoſities, all odious names of Parties, 
and of Factions; by promoting 1150 I

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and Brotherly Kindneſs ; and by letting the 
only Contention, amongſt us, by who ſhall 
moſt zealouſſy ſerve His God, who ſhall 
moſt vigorouſly aſiſ his Sovereign, and who 
ſhall moſt Cordially affe each ofher, Then 
may we hope, that God will blefs our, 
Counſels, and our Armies, and proſper 8. 
very thing that we put our Hand unto ; and 
will make that Bleſſing, for which we now 
Praife him, but the Earneſt of greater, which 
he has yet in reſerve for us Who knows 
but the humbling of that haughty Monarch, 
who thinks himſelf  Superiour to all the 


Kings of the Earth, may, to make his Fall 8 


more grating and uneaſie, be Providential- 
ly reſery'd for one of the Weaker Sex? That, 
as our Engliſh Elizabeth gave a mortal 
Blow to the Pride and Power of the Houſe 
of Auſtria, when that was endeavouring at 
Univerſal Empire; ſo, Ann of England may 
have the laſting Honour of putting a full 
Period, in her Auſpicious Reign, to the ſame 
Ambitious Aims in the Houſe of Bourbon. 
And that we may all have reaſon to take 
up Judith Song of Praiſe, when ſhe. fru- - 
ſtrated the Deſigns of ſuch another Oppreſ- 
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
